Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claims 1-4 and 6-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly antici- 
pated by the United Kingdom patent ('672). Note, the adjectives "ventilation" and "de- 
froster" add no additional structure; and according, cannot serve to further distinguish or 
in other words or if not, the air nozzles 16 and 17 inserted in the vicinity of the 
dashboard 14 correspond to the claimed ventilation duct and the exit opening 15 in the 
vicinity of the windscreen 1 1 claimed defroster duct. 

Election/Restrictions 

5. Claim 5 is withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .142(b) as 
being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. 
Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on October 12, 2004.
